charge that may be placed against bim. 

“I shall confer with A..C. Stew- 
art, counsel of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co.,”" said Bell, “as to institut- 
ing proceedings to determine my broth- 
er-in-law's sanity. 

“He is worth $300,000. He owns one- 
fifth of the stock in the Christian Pe- 
per Tobacco Co., one-fifth of a lot at 
Twelfth and Market streets, and has 
plenty of money in the bank.

HAWLEY MESSAGE 
SENDS NEW RELIEF 
PARTY INTO NORTH 


Second Expedition Is Organ- 
ized After Telegram Dated 
Tuesday Arrives. 





SAILED FOR WILDS 





Aeronauts Gave America II’s 
Course as Direct for Ca- 
nadian Wilderness. 


A second relief party will be sent out 
Monday night by the St. Louis Aero 
Club, following the réceipt of a message 
from the missing balloon America II, 
the first since it left this city a week 
ago. The delayed dispatch indicates, 
in the belief of President Albert Bond 
Lambert, that the lost. balloonists will 
be found ‘n ths wildernese between 
Sault Ste. Marie and James Bay. 

The message, dropped last Tuesday, 
was signed by Alan R. Hawley, pilot, 
and Augustus Post, ai@. sf the America 
II, and was found py a farmer several 
miles north of Tnompsonville. Mich., 


which is near the northern extremity 
of the southern peninsula of the State.’ 
It was addressed to Lambert and read: 

“Thompsonville, Mich.—America § II 
passed over this place Tuesday. Course, 
due north. HAWLEY AND POST.” 

Going Toward Wilderness. 

Other information gathered in Thomp- 
sonville, in response to telegrams of in- 
quiry sent broadcast by the St. Louis 
Club, is to the effect that the America 
II crossed the narrows between the two 
Michigans, reaching St. Ignace, on the 
Upper Peninsula, at dark. The aero- 
nauts, who were flying low, are report: 
ed to have talked with persons eight 
miles north of St. Ignace, who saw the 
name of the balloon distinctly. 

At St. Ignace, it is reported, the 
course of the aerostat had veered to 
the northeast, a course which would 
carry it east of Lake Superior, past 
Sault Ste, Marie and into the wilder- 
ness north of the Canadian Pacific Rafl- 
road. <«- 

In confirmation of these ee Post- 
master Vennard of Maple City, Mich., 


passed over that city at 5:30 p. m. 
Tuesday and that several persons were 
able to read the name on the gas bag. 
Members of the crew of the boat Mich- 
igan on Good Harbor Bay saw the hal- 
loon flying north towards Mackinac 
Straits over Lake Michigan. an hour 
later. Good Harbor Bay, Leelanau 
County, is at the northwest corner of 
Southern Michigan. Maple City is in 
the interior of Leelanau County. 
Second Leader Net Selected. 

Lewis Spindler, who was to organ- 
ize in Eastern Canada the first re- 
lief expedition launched from St. 
Louis, will be instructed, when he 
reaches Toronts tonight, to take the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad to Chap- 
leau, Ont., which is northeast of Sault 
Ste. Marie. The other party will 
make its headquarters at Otter, Ont., 
$5 miles northwest of Chapleau. 

Provisions and guides will be collected 
in both towns in preparation for the dis- 
patching of two parallel relief columns 
into the wintry forests. It was not de- 
termined Monday morning who would 
compose the leaders of the second party. 

The, Canadian Pacific has been asked 
to query all of its employes in the lower 
district of Ontario as to whether any of 
them spoke the America II. 

A third relief expedition was sent 
out from New York Monday morning, 
according to dispatches. In command 
was William H. Hawley, only brother 
of Alan R. Hawley. He was accom- 
panieqd by Edmund W. Stratton, rep- 
resenting the Aero Club of America, 
and E. L. Stoddard, a friend of the 
missing aeronaut. They planned to 
scour the province of Quebec, while 
the st. Loulsans are searching On- 
tario. 

“T do not doubdt,”’ ae Lambert, “that 
Hawley and Post have reached a point 
farther north of Capt. Metsner, who 
vent. farthest north of all the aero- 
nauts who landed in the Great Lakes 
region. 

“We have now locatei the New York 
balloonists within a givea area and wil) 
be able to direct search parties acecord- 
ingly to their aid.” 

Lambert Monday received these mes- 
sages by wire: 

‘Your telegram received... Have in- 
structed all posts to render every pos- 
sible aid. If balloonists are located we 
will notify your Toronto headquarters. 

“HUDSON BAY CO.” 

“Ontario is co-operating with the 
minion. The Ontario police from Rainey 
River and North Bay to the Cobalt dis- 
trict have been instructed by wire to in- 
quire and locate any missing balloon- 
ists. Will do everything possible to aid 
you. JAMES E. ROGERS.”

Mrs. Powers leaped from her bed with 
a yell, and the negro scrambled from 
under it with unusual alacrity for one 
of his bulk. She beat him in a frantic 
race for the door, but he overtook her 
as she reached it, tossed her aside. and 
went down the front stairs three at a 
time, with Mrs. Powers in screaming 
pursuit. 

The front door was closed but not 
locked. A man across the street saw 
the negro emerge and chased him west, 
then south on Compton avenue to the 
mouth of an alley, where two poalice- 
men stopped him. He gave his. name 
as Jesse Rose, and said he lived at 311

“Judge Anderson heard the story 
from somebody else. He came to see 
me about it. What Judge Anderson 
heard was what Roosevelt said, and 
I told him so. 

“There was considerable confusion 
4m the club rooms at the time, and 
several persons spoke to me. Some 
of them asked me what Roosevelt 
said about Judge Anderson, and oth- 
ers wanted to know who Was meant 
when he sald, ‘Damned crook and 

, 


“T cannot recall now who was at 
the club at the time, I had intro- 
duced Roosevelt to‘about 100 people 
at the time.” 

Reads Dispatch and Laughs. 

“Will you say, Capt. New, whether 
Roosevelt used the language attrib- 
uted to him?” 

“No, this is a matter that I simply 
cannot discuss for publication. I am in 
@ delicate position, and I do not want to 
talk about anything of this kind.”. — 

Capt. New read a press dispatch to 
the effect that Roosevelt refused to 
deny the story. He laughed when he 
read it. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent has 
assurances that the story, as originally 
told, is substantially correct in every 
detail. 

Judge Anderson was seen at his office 
in the Federal Court Building here to- 
day. He laughed when he was asked 
for a statement. 

“T will not talk about the incident,’’ 
Judge Anderson said. 

“Have you made any effort to verify 
the story?” he was asked. 

“T suppose that I could find out wheth- 
er it was true if I took the trouble to 
do so,” he replied. 

Former Mayor Charles A. Book- 
walter of Indianapolis said if anyone 
had any doubt about the story that 
at least 100 members of the Colum- 
bia Club were ready to confirm it.

NEW YORE, Oct. 24. 

OL ROOSEVELT was 

é asked regarding the story 

printed in the Indianap- 

olis News to the effect that the 

Colonel had called Judge A. B. 

Anderson “a damned jackass 

and a crook” to Capt. Harry 8. 
New. 

“There is nothing I can say 
about this,” said Coil. Roosevelt 
to the Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“It is just the ! ‘nd of things a 
man may expect during the 
closing days of a campaign. 
There have been one or two 
ether incidents of the same 
kind. 

“It can be definitely under- 
stood that I shall neither deny 
nor affiror any statements made 
by third or fourth parties re- 
garding what I may have said 
in private conversations. 

“The effort to draw me into 
saying something in public is 
too evident. I have nothing te 
say in public regarding any al- 
leged remarks that I do not 
make publicly, nor tn regard to 
any statement supposed to come 
from me that is not made over 








my own signature.” 





Roosevelt’s side I followed and asked 
him to whom the term ‘damned jackass’ 
applied. Capt. New, however, at that 
time refused to discuss the incident.” 

This member of the club, says that 
shortly afterward he was informed that 
Judge Anderson was the man to whom 
Col. Roosevelt referred. 

A member ot the Republican State 
Committee, who is a very close friend 
of Capt. New and Judge Anderson, said 
that he was present when they were dis- 
cussing the Roosevelt incident. 

“Capt. New told Judge Anderson about 
the matter last Tuesday,” said the mem- 
ber of the State committee. “I was 
present during their interview. Capt. 
New related everything that had taken 
place, and what he said was practically 
the same as has been published. He 
said that he had attempted to congratu- 
late Col. Roosevelt on the appointment 
of Judge Anderson, and that Col. Roose- 
velt then applied the term of ‘a damned 
jackass and a crook’ to the Judge. 
Judge Anderson made absolutely no 
comment.” 

Judge Maintains Silence. 

Since then, many members of the club 

who had heard about the incident had

indignation and their contempt, but he 
has refrained from making any comment 
himself. ; 

This member of the State Committee 
says that Judge Anderson heard of the 
inéident before Capt. New told it to him. 

An attache of Judge Anderson’s court 
said today that Judge Anderson’s asso- 
ciliates in the Federal building had known 
all about the incidnt for more than a 
week. He said that Judge Anderson him- 
self told persons in the Federal office 
about the matter, but that he had not 
discussed it with them. He declared also 
that while the various officials of the 
Federal] Court here had known about the 
incident for more than a week, none of 
them had given out any information on 
the subject. 

Capt. New still refuses to discuss the 
matter for publication, but the story 
that was printed here was shown him 
before it appeared. He neither con- 
firmed nor denied it. 

Republican leaders generally seem 
afraid that the matter will become an 
issue in the closing weeks of the cam- 
paign. Col. Roosevelt was invited to 
come to Indiana in order that he might 
help Senator Beveridge. The appoint- 
ment of Judge Anderson was made upon 
Senator Beveridge’s recommendation. 
Many of the Republican leaders are 
afraid the story will destroy whatever 
good teffects Col. Roosevelt's tour may 
have had. 

Judge Anderson’s close friends said 
today that he stands so highly with the 
people of Indiana that nothing Col. 
Roosevelt could say could hurt him. 
They regret, however, that his name has 
been dragged before the public in such 
a manner.

After reading a newspaper statement 
made by Abe Attell, the featherweight 
champion, to the effect that the Reno 
fight was ‘“fixed’’ beforehand, Corbett 
exclaimed: ‘‘Well, I am surprised at 
Abe. Attell is one of the best friends 
that I have in the pugilistic world and 
[ thought he stood in the same position 
wi regard to Jeffries; but this certain- 
ly aves not look like it. It do not want 
to say anything to hurt Abe, but I will 
say that what he claims here is abso- 
lutely false. 

“In the first place, what he says 
about being called to Reno is not true. 
He came to the fight of his own accord, 


being invited. I told Jeff at the time 
that he had too many men in” his cor- 
ner, but he replied: ‘Oh, Abe is s a 
good friend of mine that I don’t 
to chase him out.’ 

“It appears that Attell claims the mill 
was fixed for Jeffries to win, until two 
days before the fight, when Johnson dis- 
covered that Little was placing big 
wagers on the white man.

Indianapolis should have denounced Judge / 
son of the United States District Court ‘as “e 
crook and jackass” will astonish nobody who is 
familiar with Mr. Roosevelt’s attitude toward an 
independent judiciary. Judge Anderson’s offense 
was his decision in “that libel case out here.” 


United States Government to drag the editors 
of the Indianapolis News to Washington for what 
had been printed in their newspaper about the 
sale of the Panama Canal properties to the 
United States. The Indianapolis News indict- 
ments in the District of Columbia were found 
at the same time the New York World indict- 
ments were found, at the personal demand of 
Mr. Roosevelt, then President of the United 
States. Mr. Roosevelt announced — the 
New York Tribune that— 

“The President is deeply interested in this 
case, and those charged with the prosecution 
realize that they will earn his gratitude if their 
efforts are successful.” 

When the Government attempted to take the 
editors of the Indianapolis News to Washington 
tc be tried under a statute which Elihu Root de- 
scribed in the Dana case as “the same arbitrary 
and odious law against which Erskine fought in 
the days of George III,” Joseph B. Kellogg, 
United States Attorney for Indiana, resigned bis 
office rather than participate in the proceeding 
on the ground that: 

“I believe the principle involved is dangerous, 
striking at the very foundation of our form of 
Government.” 

Because Judge Anderson refused to prostitute 
the judicial power in order to help Mr. Roosevelt 
gratify a desire for personal and political re- 
venge, Mr. Roosevelt brands him as “a crook 
and a jackass.” But-Henry L. Stimson, who was 
Mr. Roosevelt’s willing tool in the New York 
proceedings against The World, which Judge 
Hough likewise dismissed, is nominated for Gov- 
ernor by Mr. Roosevelt as evidence of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s “gratitude.” 

The independent and courageous judge is “a 
crook and a jackass,” but the servile prosecutor 
ivy “Our Harry.” 

Mr. Roosevelt’s slanderous assault upon Judge 
Anderson is in the same spirit as his recent at- 
tacks upon the United States Supreme Court. It 
is in the same spirit as his attacks upon other 
judges who dared to decide according to law and 
not according to his personal will. Long,before 
Mr. Roosevelt left the White House the fact was 
generally understood that any Federal judge who 
decided against the Government in a case in which 
Mr. Roosevelt was interested had forfeited his 
chance of promotion. The appointing power was 
held as a club over the head of every Circuit 
Judge of the District Court. 

What would be the situation if Mr. Roosevelt 
ever returned to the White Ilouse, with power 
to appoint judges, with power to coerce Congress 
into enacting new laws relating to the inferior 
Federal courts and with power to coerce Congress 
into granting him legislation under which he 
would pack the Supreme Court? Is it possible to 
conceive of a greater threat to American liberty 
and republican institutions? 
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Our prohibitionist friends should find a better 
argument against saloon regulation than the re- 
port of a grafid jury in 1883. At that time there 
was practically. no saloon regulation, but the 
town was wide open—about what it would be 
under prohibition. 

WELLMAN’S WAR TALE. 

It is surprising that so mild-mannered, be- 
spectacled a gentleman as Walter Wellman should 
have announced his intention of joining the ranks 
of the inventors who hope, for a profit, to make 
war so horrible that the nations will refuse to 
engage in it. 

Precisely how horrible does Mr. Wellman sup- 
pose war will have to be to deter men from be- 
ginning it? Was not the siege of Port Arthur, 
with its barbed wire entanglements, hand gren- 
ades, ground mines, machine guns, and all-night 
battles horrible enough? On July 27, 1904, the 
Japanese lost 7000 men in an attack on Wolf 
Hill. On the 9th, 300 Japanese were blown into 
the air by a ground mine. Next day 300 were 
drowned when a gunboat_was sunk. Nov. 30, in 

attacking 203-Meter Hill, the Japanese lost 4000 
men in a single hour. And on Dec, 7 they lost 
3000 men in trying to recapture the same hill. 
Everyone with a memory recalls the “re 
stories of that slaughter pen. 

Fourteen million men lost their lives by war 

in the nineteenth century alone, and most of 
the battles fought were accompanied by as much 
horror as ought to have deterred the human race 
from fresh slaughter. 
It is improbable that any of Mr. Wellman’s in- 
ventive power, no matter how productive of new 
methods of inflicting pain, will have the least 
effect of putting a stop to wars. What is quite 
certain is that every new device of the kind 
does the dread work for which is was intended. 
Does Mr. Wellman seriously wish to take the 
responsibility thus involved? 
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As an alternative to the stand-pat speeches he 
ie not. making we suggest that Gov. Hadley dis- 
cuss “Vaccination and Its Inutility.”

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


NONPARTISAN JUDICIARY ELECTIONS. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

In view of the fact that the Post-Dispatch 
has always taken a firm stand in favor of a non- 
partisan judiciary, and in view of the approach- 
ing election at which a number of judges are to 
be elected, I wish to call the attention of your 
readers to a subject which I deem of vital im- 
portance to the commonwealth. 

Under our system of government the judge is 
the ultimate arbiter of all questions, whether 
shey affect private rights only or public interests. 
When submitted to him for judgment it becomes 
his sworn duty to pass upon them without bias 
or prejudice, and according to his best under- 
standing of the applicatory law. In the selection 
of anyone for a judicia] position, therefore, two 
considerations become paramount. The judge 
should be a man sufficiently learned to know 
what the law is, and he should be able to apply 
it, fearlessly and without any bias or prejudice, 
whether the question is one which affects private 
rights only, or one in which all the people are 
interested. The judge is not the judge of a party, 
but the judge of the people, and whenever he 
becomes a partisan he; ceases to be a judge in 
the true sense of the term, because he then lacks 
the ability to judge without prejudice, in cases 
where party interests are concerned. 

It ig to be regretted that our election machin- 
ery is such that the names of nominees. for 
judges, in common with all nominees, must ap- 
pear on the ballots of some party to make them 
eligible at all, and as the average voter knows 
little of the qualifications of the judicial candi- 
dates oh either ticket, the election of judges is 
determined mainly by preponderance of the party 
vote, of one or the other of the political parties. 
Earnest efforts have been made from time to 
time to remedy this evil, but the party spirit has 
always run too high to make this effort suc- 
cessful. The mere fact, however, that the name 
of a judicial candidate stands upon a party ticket 
should not induce the most stalwart party man to 
vote for him if he can find on any other ticket 
the name of a nominee better qualified for the 
position, whose name he can substitute, As the 
judge should tn no sense be a party man, there 
cannot in the very nature of things, be any party 
obligation to vote for a judicial nominee, simply 
because his name stands on one or the other of 
the party tickets. 

Should the day ever come, and I trust it never 
will, when the people will have lost faith in the 
integrity and nonpartisan character of our judi- 





‘clury, our institutions will have received a blow 


from which they are not likely to recovef. 

It was my good fortune to hold a number of 
judicial positions in this State. It was my aim 
to secure that the appointees of the courts, over 
which I had the honor to preside, should be se- 
lected with the sole view of'‘their fitness for the 
position and regardless of their party affilia- 
tions, and I tried to impress the importance of a 
nonpartisan judiciary on my hearers on every 
occasion where the opportunity presented itself. 
That this course on my part, while giving of- 
fense to the professional politicians, met with 
the approbation of the sensible, and independent 
veters is best shown by the fact that in almost 
every instance when a candidate I led the ticket 
and sometimes phenomenally so. 

The bar in St. Louis has in recent years taken 
some active part in the selection of judicial can- 
didates. It was instrumental in some instances 
to defeat objectionable candidates at the polls, 
although poweriess to prevent their nomination. 
It has also made it a rule by vote of the Bar 
Association to approve or disapprove of candi- 
dates seeking nomination. While this is a move- 
ment in the right direction, it does not go far 
enough. I think the Bar Association as a body 
srould select the strongest men on both tickets 
and make up its own judicial ticket, even after 
nomination, and recommend the persons s0 se- 
fected to the suffrage of the voters, regardless 
of their party affiliations. This course has been 
adopted in several large cities in other states 
and has been found to work satisfactorily, 

In view of the fact that the all-absorbing ques- 
tion of prohibition is apt to overshadow other 
questions at the approaching election, I deem it 
my duty to call the attention of voters: to the 
fact that the selection of a proper judiciary, is 
also a question of very great importance, and that 
they should give attention to it, and make their 
selections carefully, on the best information they 
can obtain. I have no doubt that every member 
of the bar will deem it his duty to advise not 
only his clients but every voter seeking infor- 
metion from them on this all-important subject.

No one seems to 
have heard of him,’ and she explains 
that Mr. Randall is a candidate of the 
Prohibition party, which- wishes to 
close up all the saloons. Not a. bad 
thing thought I to myself. If my 
Gentile customers will stop drinking 
they will pay me more regularly for 
the goods which they buy of me; but 
how ts it possible to vote for a man 
ef whom no gne has heard?

from destruction, such a woman ac- 
quires a poise, a security, a knowledge 
of her own capabilities and limitations 
that go to strenghten the very fiber 
o1 her life, and must become a valuable 
asset to the race. 

It was impossible for anyone who at- 
tended the tenth biennial of the General 
Federation, at Cincinnati this year not 
to be deeply impressed with two facts: 
One of these was the directness, the 
business-like methods and the willing- 
ness to work displayed by the major 
part of the women assembled, the other, 
and the more important, was the really 
extraordinary democracy of the move- 
ment. This democracy was the disting- 
uishing characteristic of that great 
gathering of women from every state 
and almost every social environment 
comprised in the Union; it was a weld- 
ing of women into woman, and it is 
difficult to overestimate the meaning 
of such a development. 

An Increasing recognition of the power 
of the federation to get things done 
is one of the signs of the times. Men 
‘with a plan for constructive or pre- 
ventive legislation like to get the wom- 
an’s clubs behind them. It was the 
New Jersey federation that saved the 
Palisades. It was the effort of the 
General federation that passed the pure 
food bill. 

A part of the influence of the fed- 
eration lies, doubtlessly, fn its immense 
power of publicity. Composed of some 
12,000 clubs, with a membership of 800,- 
000 women, 
country, and when it votes to push a 
certain measure it is able to exert a 
personal and local power in every part 
ol the country. When Henry Bailey 
lectured on art at the last biennial, he 
voiced a plea for the mountain-laure] 
as the national flower, adducing a nu- 
merous array of excellent reasons for 
its selection, and assuring the women 
that their support was the one needed 
factor. 


The insistence on the civic work of 
the federation may seem excessive, but 
it is only necessary to glance over 
the programmes of the various clubs 
and state federations to see how strong 
is the trend in that direction.

Nevertheless, there is a vast amount 
of work in other directions that is 
occupying th» federation, whose depart- 
ments include, besides civics, art, civil 
service reform, education, food sanita- 
tion, forestry, health, household econ- 
omics, industrial and child labor con- 
ditions, legislation, literature and l- 
brary extension. These departments 
have at their head, women of proved 
efficiency, who are assisted by capable 
and carefully chosen co-wofkers. In 
addition, there exists the immensely 
important bureau of information, loca- 
ted at Portsmouth, to which every club 
may appeal for continuous or co-related 
programs, outlines for study, answers 
to perplexing questions, books and lIiter- 
ature of various kinds, and where, above 
all, it may keep in touch with other 
clubs in the federation. 
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that have gone before. 

To get some idea of the won- 
derful changes that have taken 
place, let as go back to Thanks- 
giving day in 1810 and note how 
many, many things our great- 
grandparents did not have 
which we have today. It will 
not only astonish us, but will 
also make us realize how much 
we have to be thankful fer. 

In the first place, there was no 
Thanksgiving day in 1819, except in 
New England. It was only a little 
over forty years ago that the people 
all over the United States began to 
celebrate the day. Before that if 
one did not live in Boston or very 
close to it he probably would never 
have eaten a Thanksgiving dinner. But 
even those who lived in New England 
did not have anything like the variety 
of good things for dinner that we have 
today. .They had turkey and pumpkin 
pie and onions and cranberry sauce and 
potatoes; but they did not have to- 
matoes or corn or peas or string beans 
or beets or asparagus or any of the 
other canned vegetables that we are 
accustomed to eating during the win- 
ter months. There were no canned 
goods of any kind. There were no tin 
cans. Neither were there any cars to 
pring fresh fruits and vegetables—like 
strawberries and tomatoes and lettuce— 
from the South and from-California. In 
fact, there were then no such places in 
the United States as Fiorida and Texas 
and California. They were all of them 
waste places or foreign lands. They 
belonged to England ‘and Spain and 

nee and Mexico. 

’ ccanaiek bananas, pineapples, gra 
fruit, olives, Malaga grapes and o 
tropical fruits which are so familiar 
all of us, were never seen In the markets 
of 1810. Boys and girls of that day only 
heard about them from travelers or 
read of ‘them in books. 

Dinners were cooked in fireplaces. 
There were no ranges. There were no 
gas stoves, no oil stoves, no coal stoves, 
no cook stoves of any kind. Housewives **» 
had no baking powder, no yeast cakegs’ 
no self-raising flour, no granulated 
sugar, no flavoring extracts, no ground 
spices, no cocoa, no potted meats, no 
catsup, no prepared breakfast foods, no 
soda crackers, no macaroni. All the 
coffee had to be roasted and ground at 
home. Housekeepers thén had very few 
of the conveniences that they have to- 
day. They had no running water in the

Jumping to the conclué 
sion that the intruder was a burglar, 
Shepherd shot from the second-story 
window of his home. The man fell 
and investigation developed that the vic- 
tim was Foster, who lived next. door, 
and who had taken a short route 
through Shepherd’s yard to reach his 
own home, 

Shepherd's only defense was that he 
thought Foster was acting suspiciously 
and believed that he was a burglar with 
designs upon the mansion of the bank- 
er, and probably would shortly seek to 
force an entrance. 

Jury Raises Judgment. 

In the first trialyof the suit for dam- 
ages filed by the widow, the. jury 
brought in a verdict of $7500 in her 
favor. A second trial was granted on a 
technicality and the jury raised the 
judgment to $7750. The keynote of the 
defense was the right of habitation. 
The contention of the defense was that 
Shepherd was watching Foster, and, not 
knowing who he was, became justified 
in shooting him to prevent a burgilarious 
entrance.

kill by ‘instinct or by being taught? In 
'other words, is the lust for blood in ani- 
mals and in’ man inbred or must it be 
acquired? 

Dr. C. 8S. Berry, a Harvard scientist, 
has made a series of minute experiments 
and his deductors point to the sequen- 
tial conclusion that an indvidual, wheth- 
er animal or human, must be taught 
to kill before it will think of shedding 
blood.-: Dr. Berry says: 

‘‘When cats over five months old were 
taken into a room where mice were kept 
they did not show the least sign of ex- 
citement. A’ cat would even allow a 
mouse to perch upon its back without 
attempting to injure it. When placed 
in a cage with a large black mouse, 
kitten Z cautiously smelled of it. Then, 
as the mouse ran away, the kitten ran 
after it and struck it with her paw. 
Although the two were left together in 
the cage for an hour, not once did Z 
crowl or strike the mouse with her 
claws. At the end of the Hour the 
mouse was removed from the cage un- 
injured. 

Made No Effort to Kill. 

“Similarly each of the other kittens 
was left in the cage for an hour with 
the same mouse. They played with it 
much as they ordinarily played with ob- 
jects which moved when touched, but 
they made no efforts to injure it. Thus 
in this initial experiment not one of 
the three kittens gave any evidence of a 
tendency to catch, kill and eat mice. 
‘Six days later each of the kittens was 
placed in the same cage with the mouse 
from 15 to % minutes. In some in- 
stances the play was a little rougher 
than previously, but the mouse was not 
killed.
